In the beginning of the war wa the other powers, the 
French Government had declared, that their intention was not 
to acquire new territory, but, on the contrary, to restore eve- 
ry such conquest as might have been made ‘by their arms du- 
ring the contest: Contrary to which, they not only have kept 
—— of various extensive provinces; snatched by them 
from the belligerent powers; but, not content with this, profit- 
ing of the changes which had prevailed among the allied courts 
through their intrigues, have put-off ‘the mask entirely, and. 
developing their secret views, without reason or justice, have 
fallen upon several free and independent republics and states 
who had held themselves neutral, like the Sublime Porte; in- 
vading their territories when least provided with the means of 
defence, and subjecting them to their will by openforce and 
hostility. , 
‘Thus, no one being left to controul them, they tore the veil 
of all decorum at once ; and, nmindful of the obligations of 
treaties, and.to convince the world that friendship and enmity 
are the same thing in their eyes, contrary to the rights of - na- 
tions, and in violation of the ties cubsisting between the two 
Courts, they came, in a manner altogether unprecedented, like 
a set of pirates, aul made-a sudden invasion in Egypt, the most 
precious among the provinces of the Ottoman Porte; of which 
they took forcible possession at a time when, they had experien- 
ced nothing from this Court but demonstrations of frizndship. 
Upon the frst sur.miseof the French pro‘ect to invade that 
province, Ruff: , ther Charge @’Affaines ut chis residence was 
iuvited to a confereuce, where he was questioned officially a- 
bout this business. He first declared he had no inteliigence 
Jwhatever respecting it ; but hy eave it, as a speculation of his 
own, that if such an enterprise cver proved trus, it probably 
must Se to take revenge of che Beys, and to annoy and attack 
the English settlements in the East Indies. 

. Io answer to this it was circumstantially stated to him, thet

‘From the difabled ftate of his Majelty’s thip under 
my command in the action of the 13th initant, and the 
wind remaining to the S. W. I was unavoidably fepara- 
ted from the fquadron under the command of Sir John 
Borlafe Warren, Bart. K. B. and drove confiderably 
to the N. W. of Ireland. : 

I have great fatisfaction in informing your Lordhhip, 
that, on the 18th, at day light in the morning, I difco- 
wered a large thip to leeward, fortunately for me, with 
the lofs of her fore and main top-malts, (the Anfon 
being by no means in a fituation to chafe,) her mizen 
matt gone, main yard and main crofg-trees ; the bow- 
fprit and fore-yard thot through in feveral places. 

I immediately bore up, and got alongfide of her, af- 
ter an action of one hour and a quarter, moft gallantly 
difpated, which does the higheft honour to Citizen Jo- 
feph Andricn Segone, her commander, fhe ftruck ; 
proved to be La Loire, one of the largeft and fineft 
frigates belonging to the Republic, prefented by the 
city of Nantz, quite new and never before at fea, pier- 
ced for 50 guas, mounting 46 (eighteen-pounders) ha- 
ving on board 664 men (troops included) among whoin 
are‘ a number of artillery, Etat-Major for three regi- 
ments. La Loire had 48 men killed and 75 wound- 
ed, was one of the four frigates which the Anfon gn- 
gaged the 13th, and was making her efcape from the 
coalt. 


I beg leave particularly to acknowledge the fteady 
and good behaviour of my officers and petty officers ; 
cannot avoid recommending to your Lordthip’s notice 
my Firft Lieutenant Mr John Hinton, whofe conduc, 
not only upon this occafion but many others, has met 
with my fulleft approbation ; not derogating from the 
behaviour of Lieutenants Meager, Manderfon, and Mr 
William Chrifhop, the Mafter. ; 

I have alfo to acknowledge the fervices of Licute- 
nants Bell and Derring, of the marines, who command- 
ed the Carronades ; as to my thip’s company, they have 
been my faithful companions during four years, in pret- 
ty attive fervice, and whofe conduct upon all occations 
merit my warm approbation. ‘ snes 

“Having fallen, in the night before the action with his 
Majelty’s brig Kangaroo, I ordered Captain Brace, 
fom the Anfon’s difabled ftate, to continue in com- 
pany, and am much indebted to him for the fervices he 
rendered me in taking pofleflion of La Loire. 

Herewith I fend a lift of the killed and wounded.

four pounders, part of which fhe throw overboard ; fhe 
had between forty and fifty men; fhe failed from Ca- 
Jais on Saturday forenoon, had taken nothing.

SIR, His Majesty’s sloop Racoon, Downes, Oct. 20. 1798. 

I nec leave to acquaint you, that at fix A.M. on 
this morning, Blacknefs bearing S. E. by E. diftance 
three leagues, I difcovered three large luggers a-head ; 
immediately made all fail and gave chafe. After a run- 
ning fire of two hours, had the pleafure to come up with 
and capture one of them, Le Vigilant lugger, mounting 
twelve four-pounders, and two lorty fixes, carryiug fifty- 
five men, (fix or feven of which were left on thore at 
Boulogne,) commanded by Citizen Muirbaiie. On 

fending my boats on board, I found that ia confequence 
of her being hulled in feveral places fhe was finking very 
faft,; which detained me a confiderable time, (in endea- 
vouring to ftop the leak,} otherwife I muit inevitably 
have taken another before they could poiflibly have 
reached the coaft of France. I have the pleafure to 
fay, that all the prifoners got fafe on board except thofe 
killed by. my firing, and every exertion was ufed to 
fave the veilcl but to no effect. At nine A. M. the 
funk. She was entirely new. had been out two cruizes 
only, and taken nothing. One cf the luggers in com. 
pany had captured a brig, which [ obferved his Maje- 
tty’s floop Plover to take poffeflion of, off Folkeitone, 
at eleven A. M.—TI have the honour to be, &c.
